BLOUNTVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 26.—A 


verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree was returned by a circuit 'court 
jury here today against Ben Burch- 
fleld, charged with killing five mem- 
bers of his household with an ax: 


The verdict carries with it a sen- 


tence of death in the electric chair.

This is the private opinion of 
a number of members. They point 
out that if the republicans refuse to 
repeal the code and the democrats 
refuse to make appropriations for 
code secretaries, as now seems likely 
from the drawing of party lines, an 
anomalous candition arises. 


The way is open for compromises, 


which is the usual way of legislators. 
The difficulty with a. compromise, as 
it is viewed by men on both sides, is 
that it cannot be ratified unless with 
the governor's consent, and he has 
iaken the position that he is merely 
obeying the people's mandate in-de- 
termining his course. 
The republicans charge that the 


governor started to play politics when 
he proposed to take to himself all of 
the powers of appointment and re- 
mova.l and that this is not justified 
by the election results, which left the 
republicans in control of the legisla- 
ture and in all but two of the execu- 
tive officers. Mr. Bryan says that 
what he has done has been without 
thought of party advantages, that he 
was eelcted on a pledge to repeal the 
code and to return to the constitu- 
tional officers the power the 
code 


took away from them, and that bis ex- 
ecutive council does this. "He says 
that the constitution, intends that su- 
preme power to execute the laws 
shall rest in Jhe governor,, and, this 
wouldV»-*be~'impossibr6"">Wmciut 'the" 
power of appointment and, removal. 


Members say that the prinlepal feel- 
ingn against the code in their dis- 
tricts goes only to that feature which 
tuned loose so many inspectors on the 
people.

QEEIOWA, Neb.,. Jan. 26-—Smith 


Gillens, widower, ninety years old, a 
resident of Ohiowa and southern Fill- 
more county for over forty years, and 
one of the oldest men in the county, 
was instantly killed late Thursday 
afternoon when he stepped in front 
of a westbound Burlington passenger 
train as it approached the station here. 
Two residents of the town were stand- 
ing on the depot platform awaiting the 
coming train and observed Gillens 
leave his home, which is just opposite 
the station, and follow a foot path to- 
ward the depot. The mac, apparently, 
did not notice the incoming train and 
walked directly in front of it. The 
engineer is said to have seen the man 
approaching, but thought he- would not 
attempt to cross the track. The engi- 
neer's cab was on "the opposite side 
and he could not see the man step 
on the track. Gil!ens»came here from 
Illinois with his family in 1880 and 
settled on a. farm. Five years ago he 
retired to town and made his home 
with his daughter, Mrs. B. Schaffer, 
here. The wife died many years ago. 
Several grown children live in Illinois.

He says that on 
October 13 Dolan and one William 
ftobertson came to his store in Table 
Rock, covered him with a revolver, 
threw Mm into an automobile and 
took him to the city jail without war- 
rant or authority. This

about noon and he says he was kept 
in jail, incommunicado, until 8 o'clock 
that evening, when he was forcibly 
removed to a public hall in the sec- 
ond story of a business block, where 
quite a crowd as assembled. 


For four hours. Kreifel alleges, he 


was beaten, choked, knocked down 
and variously maltreated, and finally 
a bloody rope with a slipknot in it 
put around his neck. His assailants 
tried to hang him. he says, but could 
not get his feet oat the window. A1 
midnight they tired of their pssiSme 
and took hi mto a hotel or boarding 
house.

FILE AFTER FIREWORKS. 


Opposition Voiced by Merchants and 


Others — Jerry Howard Uses 


lunch Box to Convince Op- 
ponents Wages too Low . 


After a veritable storm of inspired 


eloquence from both Bides, the labor 
committee of the legislature reported 
out to the general file with recommen- 
dation for passage H. R. No. 95, in- 
troduced 
by Gallagher of O'Neill, 


which provides a minimum wage for 
women of twelve dollars per week ana 
twenty-five cents an hour when the 
employe does not work the full week. 
The action was taken at an open 
meeting in the house chambers at 7:15 
Thursday evening, where all who were 
interested in the bill were allowed 
lifteen minutes to express their views 
for or against the bill. 
. , . 


The meeting was featured by hot 


words and a lunch box. Tfie box was 
styled by its possessor, Jerry Howard, 
as Exhibit A, and which contained 
two biscuits, which had considerable 
weight with the commission, a bot- 
tle of milk, a slice of roast pork, a 
rather stingy piece of apple pie, a 
spoonful of mashed potatoes, and what 
was (according to Jerry Howard) a 
three cent pat of butter. Mr. Howard 
said that he was positive that any 
healthy working girl could dispose of 
the contents ot this box at any one 
meal without any difficulty, and it had 
cost him sixty-eight cents in a Lin- 
coln restaurant just a short time be- 
fore. Basing his estimate upon this 
data, he figured that it would take 
$14.28 per week to feed a girl without 
taking into consideration any other 
expenses, and he desired to know if 
twelve dollars per week was unreas- 
onable. 


No Time .for Bill. 


H. A., Jacoberger who said that he 


was in the clothing business in Omaha, 
said that his was no time for such a 
bill, that in his business most of the 
workers were employed in piece work 
and their earnings were very vari- 
able, running high at times and low 
at others. 
John W. Steinhart of Nebraska City, 


president of the Nebraska manufactur- 
ers' association, and in the canning 
business, said that he did not wisji to 
be considered hard-hearted, but he did 
not believe that the bill would pro- 
duce the effect desired, that it would 
hurt rather than help the people con- 
cerned.

The revenue committee decided 


that the Vance-Colman bill reducing 
automobile license fees approximately 
one-third, should properly go to the 
roads committee.

true of H. R.-171, the O'Malley-Regaa 
bill which makes even more drastic 
cuts. 


Messrs. Vance and Colman told the

'A towel wrung 
out of water, not as can be borne is 
packed over the neck, and over this 
is placed a dry towel- "When the wet 
towel cools a bit it should be dipped 
aca'n in the hot water. This process 
should be continued for a period of 
fifteen minutes, twice a day. The most 
convenient times probably are on ris- 
ing to the morning and on retiring.

Judge Hanford was highly rec- 
ommended by 3rlr. Taft, who has 
known Mm for many years. In fact, 
Judge Sanford 
was the 
head of a 


branch of the league to enforce peace 
when ilr. Taft was at the head of the 
movement, and their relations 
have 


been very close. Naturally Mr. Taft's 
opinion of a man goes a long way 
with the president. There has been 
some discussion as to the impropriety 
of the judicial branch of the govern- 
ment influencing the executive branch.

would forget. McGinnity did not for- 
get. That made him a great pitcher 
—his faculty for avoiding a mistake in 
judgment the second time.

I have had many catchers who could 
not remember their instructions from 
the bench to the plate.

throw-. The one-hand push-shot is not 
tfsed as much as the other two. It 
is used -chiefly when an underhand or 
push-shot is impractical. 


The player's hand is turned so that 


he is looking directly into the, palm 
of his hand. This permits the proper 
English to be put .on the ball. 'The. 
fingers are spread to balance-the ball 
perfectly; 
also the ball is resting 


flatly in the palm of the hand. The 
eye is focused at the center of the 
rim. 
Gauge the distafcce carefully 


and with rapidity throw the ball off 
gently, giving it the proper height. 


I do not hesitate to declare that Dr. 


Lou Sugarman, -who played forward on 
the champion Greystock team of the

basketball team, is the'most success- 
ful one-hand tosser the game has 
ever produced, ilany a game has he 
broken up as the result of his uncanny 
ability to toss the ball in with one 
hand while in motion. Seldom does 
be use the backward pass, for his sys- 
'tem has been adapted to clear shoot- 
ing. I have seen Sugarman play and 


have played with him in many games, 
and thru close observation I have no- 
ticed that in Ms cuts i for the basket 
he draws off to one side after he 
receives the pass, twists his trunk a 
full turn left, sets the ball in his right 
hand with the left, and with the use 
of his fingers, wrist and arm move- 
ment drops the ball into the basket 


The trouble with the average player 


is that when, he is coming down the 
floor with great speed he cannot Con- 
trol the shot with accuracy. His shot 
generally lacks dii ection. It is thrown 
either too far or too short. Or it may 
be given too much or too little height. 
It may also lack the loop which is 
of great importance The point which 
should be remembered most in con- 
nection with the one-hand shot is that 
the shooter should set the ball prop- 
erly " into the palm of the right hand 
with the left, glance quickly at the 
basket, measure the distance, note the 
center of the rim at the same time, 
and then lay it up with as little force 
as possible. No twist of "English" is 
necessary. Let him arch the ball with 
every height- The player should not 
fail to turn with the shot, facing the 
basket as the ball leaves Ms hand.

This 
on the surface appears like a more se- 
rious decline than is actually the case. 
Before the beginning of the present 
school year the trades school students

school. To make the last two years at 
all comparable, 72 trades school stu- 
dents should be added to th'e 176 en- 
rolled in the school of agriculture.

"The school of agriculture has been

A reading of the bill introduced by the two progres- 


sive members of the house leaves one with a feeling or 
pathetic sympathy. A wholly-impracticable method or 
meejing the situation that its authors—it was origin- 
ally drawn for introduction in the Oklahoma legislature 
—perceive exists, along with the rest of us, it serves to 
call attention to a need of urgent character. Nebraska 
suffered untold money losses because the banking sya- 
tern did* not provide a means by which those-engaged 
in its basic business of farming could secure.the credit 
they needed when they needed it most. This is only 
one^of several ways in which the system did not func- 
tion as it should in times of stress. Why cannot it be 
made flexible enough for all emergencies? 


Where pathos creeps in in this measure is where the 


authors express the belief that the moral awakening 
that will follow the discovery that it is a sin to take or 
receive interest on one's accumulations will be "marked 
by a large increase in the number of people who are 
•milling to deposit their money without any expecta- 
tion or desire to receive interest on it." The evident 
Sincerity of the man who wrote the 'hill when con- 
trasted with the hopelessness 
of such an outcome 


makes it 'as pathetic as it is fantastic. When men are 
willing to forego profit or rent they will he willing to 
lend without interest, but that is a condition that can 
appertain only to a millenia! period.
